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The International Baccalaureate 
was the most challenging and de- 
manding curriculum available in 
Newport News. The success of the 
IB Programme rested on three main 
points: the curriculum, the teachers, 
and the students. Of the core classes, 
IB Higher Level History of the Ameri- 
cas had one of the best records of 
scores on both IB and Advanced 
Placement exams and was been com- 
mended by the IB headquarters in 
Geneva, Switzerland. Both the IB 
History and IB Geography courses 





were geared toward offering students 
opportunities to learn and grow, 
while preparing them for their college experiences by challenging them at a level higher than any other class could. 
Mr. Dan Landis, who taught IB Subsidiary Level (SL) and Higher Level (HL) Geography, and IB HL History, had 
quite an interesting story ofhis own. His background in history began with the single semester he took in college. When 
he was asked to read questions ina history competition, one of his superiors took notice and asked him to teach a course 
inanewand developing curriculum - History, forthe IB Programme. Always ready fora challenge, Mr. Landis accepted, 
and has obviously succeeded, as evident in student testing. He once again accepted the challenge of teaching a subject 
with which he had no prior experience when he was asked to teach IB Geography. “It was very intellectually strenuous 
trying to help students learn a subject about which | myself had so little training,” he stated. 
Mr. Landis’s teaching style was 





also quite original. Faced with the 
challenge of cultivating and main- 
taining the intellectual capacity of 
his students, he described himselfas 
more ofacoach thanateacher. Noth- 
ing about his class could be described 
as “the usual”; he chose to teach his 
classes with students sitting ina circle 
rather than rows. 

IB Geography provided students 
with a comfortable atmosphere in 
which to learn and discover.

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As a program requirement, students in IB 
needed to complete three Standard Level classes 
and three Higher Level classes. Students who 
elected to take Higher Level Biology knew what 
they were getting into. 

Higher Level Biology was the only HL science 
offered. This meant that students would have the 
same teacher and would remain with the same class 
for two years. Teacher interaction was extremely 
important, and Mrs. Pat Coltrane even interacted 
with parents during Open House by running up 
and down aisles, singing and bouncing around. 
When asked how she felt about the class and the 
block scheduling, Mrs. Coltrane stated, "I loved 
the idea that we had two years to teach the class. 
It cut down on the amount of work the students 
had because of the extended time period." The 
reason for her enthusiasm was that, for the first 
time in the six years of the program, the class was 
spaced out over a two year time period as it was 
originally designed to be. Mrs. Donna Oertel 
helped Mrs. Coltrane often, picking up many of 
the IB Biology packages that piled up in the main 
office. id 
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English was a course that was a 
necessity all throughout high school. 
IB students had the same teacher 
their Junior year as their Senior year, 
and at the end of their Senior year, 
had to take the dreaded IB exam. 

Having the same teacher both 
years seemed to be a good practice. 
By the end of their Senior year, the 
students were very well acquainted 
with their teacher's style of grading 
and teaching. Even Pre-IB teachers, 
like Mrs. Tracy Sonafelt, got the 
students used to the things that were 
expected, even when it came to the 
attendance policy. This made it easier 





to help them in any way possible. The teachers felt that by having the same students for two years straight, they would 


gain more understanding of the course. “IB is one of those great things in the world that few people take advantage of. 


It does not benefit any type of student, except for those who want to do it. You definitely have to want to succeed in the 


program in order to stay in it. Having the same teachers for both our Junior and Senior year ensures that we will acquire 


all the knowledge of that teacher,” agreed Matt Thompson. The relationships that developed during those two years gave 


the IB English students the opportunity to depend on their teachers for instruction both inside and outside of class, such 


as Mr. Floyd Reynolds’ fund-raising chats with Jason Dukes and Jessica Clark. 


As IB students, they had 50-70 pages to read each night and could count on having at least one essay to write per week. 
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Students often stayed up late reading 
the assigned stories that were impera- 
tive for the quizzes, essays, or discus- 
sions the classes had. Discipline was 
required in order to sit through lec- 
ture after lecture. They found the 
work load heavy and they had to 
learn time management. As Martene 
Battle said, "IB English was, well, 
interesting. It was not the book re- 
port ‘say what happened’ kind of 
thing. It required you to think more 
abstractly, and teachers had you read 
a book for depth as well as just read- 
ing. The class was hard, but I would 
not trade it for any other class."

Then she turned to 
the students. A cry for more fine art courses was 
raised. Then she had the answer - an IB Art and 
Design course! 

In its first year of existence, the Art and 
Design program prospered. A hit with many of 
the students, they enthusiastically embraced the 
opportunity to combine research and hands-on 
studio artwork. "It expanded my horizons on 
the world," said Junior Brian Mello. 

Once the students decided on a theme to 
research, they eagerly began. The themes ranged 
from religious topics to cars to CD cover art. 
Their teacher, Mrs. Karen Breeden, enthusias- 
tically encouraged and guided them until they 
reached the end of the year. SL students filled 
sketchbook after sketchbook with notations, 
research, and drawings, while HL students did 
all this, plus a hands-on studio component. 
The provided research workbooks helped the 
students learn not only about their topics, but 
also about life and their own inner growth 
processes. 
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English was the only class that 
was a requirement all four years. 
Students held mixed feelings about 
this course. Regardless of the atti- 
tude each student personally took, 
they knew that they had to do well 
in this subject. Goals were set to 
satisfy both the requirements of 
individual teachers and the Stan- 
dards of Learning tests. Teachers 
and students alike worked diligently 
to be as prepared as possible.

that every Junior passed so that they could be exempt from their final exam in the spring.” She answered questions 


about homework in her class, which her students found to be very helpful. 


SOLs were not the only reason that English was an important side of the educational curricula. The greatest 


incentive to do well in English was what would happen following graduation. English grades were a major factor 


for college bound students. Students focused their efforts on learning how to analyze poetry and literature, compose 


essays, and read for content so that their experience would later assist them with the strategic level of literary critique 


used in college. Depending on how well they performed in English, students could be exempt from taking it later 


in college through placement tests. 


Students had a variety of courses to fit their differing interests in literature and composition. Mrs. Dorothy Tew 
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and Mrs. Sarah Brown took a 
moment in the English Office to 
discuss these different courses that 
were offered to their students. The 
literature-focused courses included 
World Literature, Advanced Place- 
ment Literature and Composition, 
Mythology, and Literature and 
Film. These allowed a better un- 
derstanding of the artistic aspects. 
The courses specifically directed 
towards composition included 
Journalism, Advanced Placement 
English Language and Composi- 
tion, Communication Skills, and 
Creative Writing.

Multitudes of math courses were offered to the students, ranging from 
general math to advanced classes, such as Math Analysis and Calculus. These 
classes helped with anything from the perfection of arithmetic skills to forming 
the basis for computer programming. 

Students seeking an Advanced Diploma found themselves faced with 
different requirements than those who wished to obtain the Standard Diploma. 
The advanced studies program required that a student take three years of math, 
whereas the standard only needed two. General courses such as Algebra I, 
Geometry, and Algebra II satisfied the requirements for this diploma. However, 
counselors and teachers recommended students to take additional math courses, 
as these would be important in college and could also ease the difficulties of 
higher math courses. 

Pre-Algebra served as a foundation for Algebra I, which included the study 
of linear and quadratic equations. Algebra I was a year course that reviewed 
elementary algebra and new topics such as logarithms, exponential functions, 
and analytic geometry. Students discovered that they really had to work and

One of the most time-consum- 
ing sports students could be in- 
volved in, Golf, was a huge com- 
mitment on the part of the team 
members.

We were all very competitive, 
but as a group we worked quite 
well.” 

And indeed, the victories were 
great. Co-captains Austen Givens 
and Mark Hanrahan led the team 
through an excellent season and 
proved their dedication to their 
sport. Austen went on to make the 
2™ District Team, and Mark was 
one of the leading scorers in the 1* 
District Match. In a very challeng- 
ing but enjoyable season, the golf 
team emerged yet again one of the 
top teams in the Hampton Roads

Spanish Honor Society, spon- 
sored by Mrs. Susette Goff, and 
French Honor Society, sponsored 
by Mrs. Margaret LaBell, were 
clubs that inducted students who 
performed especially well in their 
foreign language class.

Students who were in SHS or 
FHS knew that their hard work 
in their foreign language, as well 
as in other subjects, throughout 
their years in high school had 
been acknowledged. Not only 
were the clubs beneficial for their 
high school years, but for college 
years as well. They were all proud 
that their efforts had earned them 
the right to be in the most_re-
